INCLUDING  SOME  OF  THE  SIGNATORIES  AND  THEIR  FAMILY  MEMBERS, 
FROM  APRIL  2001  TO  THE  PRESENT.  THE  LETTER  CONCLUDED  WITH 
FOUR  SUGGESTIONS:  1)  THE  POLITBURO  SHOULD  HOLD  A 

CONFERENCE  ON  SECURITY  FORCE  ADMINISTRATION  TO  PREVENT

WAS  TIMED  TO  CORRESPOND  WITH  THE  COMMUNIST  PARTY  OF  VIETNAM

DISCUSSED  AT  THE  PLENUM,  HE  ADMITTED  THAT  HE  DID  NOT  EXPECT 
TO  SEE  ANY  RESULTS.  HE  CONFIRMED  THAT  THERE  HAD  NOT  BEEN 
ANY  REPERCUSSIONS  AGAINST  THE  ACTIVISTS  SINCE  THEY  HAD  SENT 
THE  LETTER.  HE  EXPLAINED  THAT  THE  SEVENTEEN  SIGNATORIES 
HAD  NOT  MET  TOGETHER,  BUT  HAD  PASSED  AROUND  THE  LETTER  FROM 
ONE  HAND  TO  THE  NEXT,  WITH  TRAN  KHUE  (CURRENTLY  DETAINED  IN 
HIS  HOME  IN  HO  CHI  MINH  CITY)  PARTICIPATING  BY  TELEPHONE. 

DR.  GIANG  ADDED  THAT  FELLOW  ACTIVIST  PHAM  QUE  DUONG  WAS 
SEPARATELY  WRITING  LETTERS  ABOUT  THE  NAM  CAM  CORRUPTION 
CASE  AND  THE  VIETNAM-CHINA  BORDER  ISSUE. 

16.  (C)  RETIRED  COLONEL  PHAM  QUE  DUONG  (REF  A),  SEPARATELY 
NOTED  TO  POLOFF  ON  JULY  15  THAT  HE  DID  NOT  EXPECT  ANY 
RESPONSE  TO  THE  JULY  6 LETTER.  HOWEVER,  HE  EXPRESSED 
OPTIMISM  THAT  VIETNAM'S  LEADERSHIP  WOULD  "CHANGE" 

RELATIVELY  SOON.  A HOPEFUL  SIGN  OF  CHANGE,  DUONG  SAID,  WAS 
THAT  THE  VIETNAM  NEWS  AGENCY  ( VNA)  HAD  ON  MARCH  1 PUBLISHED 
PRESIDENT  BUSH'S  FEBRUARY  22  ADDRESS  AT  CHINA'S  TSINGHUA 
UNIVERSITY,  INCLUDING  REFERENCES  TO  THE  RULE  OF  LAW  AND 
POLITICAL  AND  RELIGIOUS  FREEDOM. 

17.  (C)  DR.  GIANG  AND  COLONEL  DUONG  SEPARATELY  DISCUSSED 
THE  NECESSITY  OF  AND  THE  DIFFICULTIES  IN  GETTING  THEIR 
THOUGHTS  DISTRIBUTED  WIDELY.  DR.  GIANG  EMPHASIZED  THE 
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DANGER  IN  CONTACTING  FOREIGN  MEDIA  SOURCES,  SAYING  THAT  IT 
IS  TOO  HAZARDOUS  TO  USE  NAMES  WHEN  SPEAKING  WITH  FOREIGN 
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JOURNALISTS.  COLONEL  DUONG  REMARKED  THAT  IT  REMAINS 
DIFFICULT  TO  CONTACT  FOREIGN  JOURNALISTS.  HE  SAID  THAT  HE 
AND  FELLOW  ACTIVISTS  NGUYEN  VU  BINH,  HOANG  TIEN,  AND  DR. 
GIANG  HAVE  DIVIDED  UP  RESPONSIBILITY  FOR  CONTACTING 
DIFFERENT  NEWS  SERVICES  AND  OVERSEAS  INTEREST  GROUPS, 

NOTING  THAT  HE  WAS  THE  "REPORTERS  WITHOUT  BORDERS  (RSF ) " 
REPRESENTATIVE  FOR  VIETNAM.  COLONEL  DUONG  CLAIMED  THAT, 
WHILE  FOREIGN  PRESS  ORGANIZATIONS  ARE  WILLING  TO  PAY  HIM 
AND  FELLOW  ACTIVISTS  FOR  STORIES  THEY  PROVIDE,  THE 
AUTHORITIES  HAVE  BLOCKED  WIRE  TRANSFERS  INTO  THE  ACTIVISTS' 
BANK  ACCOUNTS  AND/OR  PREVENTED  THEM  FROM  OPENING  NEW  BANK

18.  (C)  COLONEL  DUONG  GAVE  POLOFF  COPIES  OF  THREE  LETTERS 

ON  CORRUPTION  THAT  HE  HAS  WRITTEN  SINCE  JUNE  BUT  HAS  NOT 
BEEN  ABLE  TO  DISTRIBUTE  OVERSEAS  YET.  HE  SAID  THAT  HE 
USUALLY  SENDS  SUCH  LETTERS  FROM  INTERNET  CAFES  EITHER

WE,  THE  UNDERSIGNED,  WOULD  LIKE  TO  EXPRESS  TO  YOU,  LEADERS

SUGGESTIONS: 

IN  OUR  REVOLUTION  PROCESS,  NEXT  TO  THE  AREAS  OF  MILITARY, 
DIPLOMACY,  ECONOMICS  . POLITICAL  STRUGGLE  ALWAYS  HAS  AN 
IMPORTANT  POSITION  AND  IT  HAS  CONTRIBUTED  IN  A NOT-TOO- 
SMALL  PART  IN  THE  GENERAL  VICTORY  OF  VIET  NAM  REVOLUTION. 
HOWEVER,  IN  THE  LAST  FEW  YEARS,  ESPECIALLY  AFTER  THE  NINTH 
CONGRESS,  THERE  ARE  MANY  SIGNS  OF  SHORTCOMINGS  AND 
WRONGDOING,  ESPECIALLY  IN  THE  ACTIVITIES  RELATED  TO  THE

BECAUSE  OF  THEIR  WEAKNESS  IN  UPDATING  AND  DEVELOPING  THEIR

VU  CAO  QUAN,  DETAINED  HIM  FOR  9 DAYS  TO  INTERROGATE  ABOUT 
HIS  WRITINGS  AND  THOSE  OF  OTHER  SCHOLARS  AND 
REVOLUTIONARIES.  MFA  SPOKESWOMAN  PHAN  THUY  THANH  LOUDLY 
DENIED  THAT  MR.  VU  CAO  QUAN  HAD  BEEN  ARRESTED.  IN  THIS  WAY 
THE  NATIONAL  HONOR  NO  LONGER  EXISTS  WHEN  THE  WHOLE  WORLD 
KNOWS  THAT  OUR  STATE  AND  OUR  PARTY  LIE  BLATANTLY. 

2 - ON  12  JULY  2001,  HO  CHI  MINH  CITY  POLICE  STOPPED  AND
